The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: It is not clear 
that the device of Kinzer et al remains operable after a total radiation dose and a single 
event causing a threshold voltage shift up to -5 volts. As best understood this is the 
result referred to in the last three lines of claim 1 (see instant page 1, lines 21-22 and 
instant page 17, lines 11-27) possibly because of the processing by Kinzer et al of the 
gate layer at 950°C as opposed to limiting the post processing to 800°C for example as 
in the instant invention.
